The precooling system will 
be capable of pre-cooling 25 cars 
of fresh vegetables daily and-has 
a daily ice capacity of 150 tons and 
storage capacity of 5,000 tons. 
Another new project was launch- 
ed when bids were asked for the 
building’ of ‘the new ramie labora- 
tory at the Everglades Experiment 
station. This is the first’ unit of 
an, extensive building program at 
the station. 
‘The present prisoners’ barracks 
and other buildings. at the State 
Prison farm, No. 2, at Belle Glade 
will be razed and replaced wit 
larger structures. ` 
A number of business blocks are 
nearing completion, including the 
Scarborou; building, which will 
be occupied by the Sullivan Phar- 
macy and Collins Electric Shop. 
Piling has been placed and foun- 
dations laid for the Elsberry build- 
ing on Main st., a combination of- 
fice and apartment building, and a 
building on Ave. A, which will be 
|occupied by Your Food store. * 
The Leo Rader building of con- 
crété block structure is progress- 
ing with the lower floor completed. 
It. will consist of six store rooms. 
The Borchardt Co. has about 
completed work on the enclosed 
loading platform and is placing 
foundations for additional build- 
in;

R.` Ss Douthit, “former water- 
works superintendent, appeared 
þefore the group with the state- 
ment that he could clear the water 
with existing facilities and the 
council voted to give him a.30-day 
trial to prove his statement and if 
at the end of that time-he has im- 
proyed sufficiently the quality of

State-wide reverberations were 
heard during’ the week about a 
story that appeared in this news- 
paper last Friday in which State 


Representative B. Elliott of. Paho- ` 


kee was quoted’as being “unalter- 
ably opposed to the State entering 
into the farming business or any 


[other business that furnishes di- 


rect competition to those who pay 
the tax load in Florida.” 

Mr. Elliott’s statement. was 
forthcoming after he had been ac- 
costed by Glades- farmers who 
were perturbed over a report from 
Tallahassee that the State of Flor- 
ida planned to’plant an additional 
1500 acres of ramie in the Lake 
Region. Farmers who talked to 


.|Mr. Elliott were of ‘the opinion 


that local growers should be given- 
opportunity to grow ramie and- 
realize any and all profits instead 
of the state gobbling up the pro- 
duction end of the deal. 

Soon after publication of The 
Everglades News last’ Friday 
morning State Commission of Ag- 
riculture Nathan Mayo in: Talla- 
hassee received a telegram inform- 
ing him of the story as it had ap- 
peared in these columns. 

Wednesday at noon Mr. Mayo 
called. Paul Rardin, editor of The 
Everglades News, by long distance 
and asked that the department's 
action in the ramie deal be made 


clear to the farmers in the Glades. . 


Mr. Mayo said that the “state is 
merely establishing the new ramie 
industry,in_the Everglades, and 
goes not plan in any way to com- 
Pete with local growers.” 

In his telephone statement to 
Mr. Rardin the agricultural com- 
missioner said: “Please: make it 
clear that this department's atti- 
tude is. altogether friendly tọ 
Glades growers and all we are try- 
ing to do is to, establish the ramie 
industry. After. successful estab-

week to the effect that the state plans to plant another 1500 
acres of ramie in the Lake Region brought objection ‘from 
‘local growers. The Palm Beach Post, always. interested in 
the welfare of the Lake Farming Region, had the following 
comment on the situation in its Tuesday issue: “A Tallahas- 
see report that the State of Florida is planning to plant an 
additional 1,500 acres to ramie in the Everglades is said to 
have raised a storm of protest in that\aréa. : 

Glades farmers evidently don’t relish the possibility of 
State competition in their farming operations. Any profits 
to be made from growing ramie should go to them, they 


are saying. 


Theoretically this is a sound argument. But in this in- 
stance, couldn’t it be possible that the State is doing the 
farmers a favor instead of an injury? 

Everglades ramie production is still very much in’ the 


experimental stage. 


Undoubtedly the State of Florida is 


better able to do the experimenting than the average farm- 
er. If ramie turns out to be a profitable crop the demand 
will be greater than the State of Florida is ever likely - to 


supply at its prison farm. 


Meanwhile the farmers.will have had an opportunity to 
benefit from the State's experience without risking their 
own time and money. It seems to us this is_a side of the 
matter that is worth taking into consideration.”

WASHINGTON — Department 
of Agriculture officials say that | 
after 50 years of recurring én- 
thusiasm in Florida about grow- 
ing ramie, the industry is still in 
the experimental stage. 

Most hopeful angie to current 
optimism is that several com- 
panies—incliding U. S. Sugar — 
are putting some money into it in 
a determined effort to. see whether 
it will work. 

_ -Although too early -to tell, of- 
ficials believe that these experi- 
ments undoubtedly will show 
whether, the , ramie industry 
through use of machinery can ‘be 
placed on basis of economic com- 
i petition with the cotton industry’ 
even on a miror scale. There is 
no doubt it grows well in Florida 
Glades lands but not very Well in 
dy soil. . 
fficials have evidence of ramie 
promotion. going back: 50 years | 
but fibre has never been produced ; 
in any appreciable quantity 
Being more expensive with flax. 
The new wrinkle is an effort .to 
use machinery. Main ‘sour¢e of 
‘ramie has been China where cheap 
hand labor is used. This country 
couldn't compete’ with that, past 
experiments=have proved. 

In the past manufacturers have 
apparently found that flax ‘was 
easier to work.

While Marine Studios; Florida’s 
unique attraction, located 18 miles 
south of St. Augustine on the 
ocean, will not. open until March 
1, what has been going on around 
there for the’ past month or so is 
interesting. . 

When war came and highways 
leading to Marine StudioS were 
closed to travel, it was necessary 
to close the attraction. With the 
exception of the | man-eating 
species of sharks, barracuda and 
moray eels, which were destroyed 
all- other’ specimen were released 
from the huge tanks. which have 
remained empty and boarded up 
since June 1, 1942. 

Grantland Rice Sportlight crew 
filmed the releasing for a short 
subject entitled “Let ‘em Go 
Alive’, showing the actual release 
of some 15,000 fish. 

Before the studios could be re- 
opened, it was necessary to start 


from scratch and restock the huge | 


tanks with thousands of fish of all 
varieties. This task was left to 
Arthur F. McBride, curator of the 
Wm. B. 
Gray. 

Operating with a specially de- 
signed boat and equipment, Capt. 
Gray has been cruising the waters | 
of the Atlantic, Gulf and Carib-| 
bean, gatheririg fish of every kind | 
and description which have been 
transferred to their new home in 
the giant Oceanarium at Marine- 
land.. 

It is no ordinary fishing expedi- 
tion. No baited hooks are used. 
These fishermén have studied the 
habits of fish for years. They 
hunt him out in his own home. 


Spend some time gaining his con- | 


fidence. Feed him tempting mor- 


sels and then at the opportune | 


time catch him in traps or nets.’ ` 
The larger varieties such as por- 
poises, sharks and morays call for 
different tactics. For bait 10 
pounds - of horsemeat is used. 
Sharks are hooked; quickly drag- 


ged to the\ boat and imprisoned | 


in a well in the back of the boat. 
On arrival at the studios, the spe- 
cimen is hoisted with block and 
tackle, riding a short of breeches 
bouy, to, bé dumped unceremon- 
iously into the big tank. But be- 
fore the transfer to his new perm- 
anent home,che is carefully ex- 
amined to make sure he is in good 
health and carries no disease that 
would.endanger other inmates. 
Porpoises are captured by means 


of a gadget called a “tail catcher”. 
This is a device on, the end of a 
harpoon shaft which -literally 
ca‘sts a noose around the fish's tail. 
Ia the hands of an expert har- 
poonist, the playful porpoise hasn’t 
a chance. Powerful as a bull in 
the water, they become quite ‘do- 
cile when landed. Carefully wrap- 
ped in-wét blankets they can be 
kept out of water without harm 
for several hours as they dre mam- 
mals and breathe the same as hu- 
man beings, They are almost hu- 
man and quickly adapt themselves 
to their new surroundings. They 
possess about the same intelligence 
las a dog and soon learn to respond 
to the dinner call and to recognize 
their attendants. 

Reaction to captivity is vafied. 
Some fish make themselves per- 
fectly at home on their arrival at 
the studios and appear happy and 
contented: while others sulk, go on 
hunger strikes and continually 
quarrel with the other specimen in 
the tanks., 

Theves and loves of fishes are 
mysterious ‘ard many, but here in 
this amazing “City of Fish”, as 
Robert L. Ripley terms it, their 
peculiar Way of life is fast be- 
{coming public knowledge. “For 
her, live the Bluebeards, the Greta 
Garbos and the Tommy Manvilles 
of the ocean depths. ‘And ‘here 
| through portholes of the world’s 
largest “Oceanarium” thousands 
[of visitors may once again observe 
[the strange panorama of deep sea 
life as it really exists in the liquid 
depths of the oceans. 

Officials report that everything 
is in readiness for the re-opening 
\of the studios. on March 1. Some-

Generally, the committee agreed 
that progressive steps must be 
taken to promote the welfare of its 
members. - Reasons were Seen in 
the expanded production : of the 
war years, rege competition, 
some from foreign countries 
which, because of cheaper ' labor 
and other factors, is now able to 
reach the markets at lower costs: 
and the desire of the grower to 
place his product more attractive- 
ly-and in higher quality before the 
consumer. 

Anticipated moves would be to 
take advantage of improved car- 
rier services, to develop more at- 
tractive packaging, to grade more 
carefully, to produce better vege- 
tables at lower cost, and to, adopt 
new and. more forceful means of 
advértising. Inasmuch as all “of 
these are departures: from past 
procedures and little knowledge 
of the most effective methods of 
employing them is available, the 
sub-committee was named in the 
belief its membérs:were best qual- 
ified to workout the details. ` 

As known instances of experi- 
ments which are: headed for some 
degree of success, the example of 
one grower was cited to show 
wherein he had obtained improved 
and more attractive containers for 
his products; had made a deal with 
retailers to handle them at mark- 
ups of from 15: to 20 percent, in- 
stead ‘of the usual 40 to 50, in the 
good faith that he would’ grade 
catefully and would follow with 
replacement any losses. caused, by 
deviation from this policy.
